(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Military Engineer Services Class I (Recruitment, 
Promotion and Seniority) Rules, for rule 4, [he following shall 
be substituted namely :— 

“ 4-Subiect to the provision of rule 3, the Contral Govern¬ 
ment shall determine the method or methods to he 
employed for the purpose of filling any particular 
vacancies or such vacancies as may require to be 


Provided that vacancies in the service (Assistant Ex¬ 
ecutive Engineer) sliall be filled by the method 
specified in clause (i) nrlc 3 above ’.
